NOTE: The limitations indicating that the fingers and tab extend on opposed ends of the base plate (clainn 1 , lines 9, 
18; claim 9, lines 9, 14). that the second end extends entirely outwardly from the base plate with the second end being substantially in- 
line with the first end (claim 1, lines 15-18). and the tabs having an inward bend to facitiatate gripping and removal or replacement of the 
clasp (claim 1, lines 22-24) are new Issues requiring further search and consideration. This was indicated in the examiner interview 
summary record mailed 8/4/03 that indicates on the record that I informed Mr. Bomzer that would not enter the proposal to claim 1 at this 
point of prosecution.
